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DfLs can bring riches 
but also big challenges 


IF you are fortunate enough to live in 
a town which becomes a tourist 
hotspot all year round, then it can be 
easy to be blinded by pound signs 
that pour from the bricks and mortar 
which make up your home. 

After all, when an area is on the 
up, the house prices comfortably 
eclipse national trends. A modest 
property bought ten years ago could 
easily be delivering you a profit of 
£100,000 if you are tempted to sell 
up and move elsewhere. And you 
can’t be blamed for cashing in. 

But therein lies the problem. 
Because in your place, 
increasingly, will be someone 
moving out from the capital, 
devoid of community roots 
and keen to sculpt their new 
surroundings to which they 
are familiar. Granted, such a 
move has happened for 
decades, but when it 
happens in signifi¬ 
cant numbers, 
communities and 
their retail hubs 


can change beyond recognition; 
often ushering in fine outlets but often 
charging higher prices. Suddenly 
those that have lived in towns for 
years find themselves priced out of 
more and more. 

Communities have always 
evolved, of course, but it is the 
explicit courting of the well-heeled 
Down from Londoner (DfL) which 
currently seems so relentless. 

Our seaside towns are particu¬ 
larly vulnerable to this gentrification 
process - seen, as it is, as the path to 
transformation. We have a special 
report inside this edition 
looking at three examples 
- Margate, Folkestone and 
Whitstable. We’re certainly 
not suggesting all that comes 
with it is bad - far from it - but 
it highlights concerns so often 
overlooked as another national 
newspaper heaps praise 
on another ‘quaint’ 
Kentish town 
undergoing a 
transformation.

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NSPCC raps out warning 
over big rise in ‘sexting’

A WARNING has been issued to 
‘sexting’ teenagers in the county 
after new figures revealed some 
631 offences of indecent images 
- 22 of which were committed by 
children under 18 - over the last 
three years. 

Sexting sees users send nude 
photographs via their mobile 
phones or social media - often 
without the person’s consent for it 
to be shared. 

The total number of offences 
reported to all 45 police forces 
across the UK has nearly tripled, 
rising from 4,530 in 2013 to 
10,818 in 2015, and of those 2,031 
were under the age of 18. 

The NSPCC, which obtained the 
figures, is urging parents to talk to 
children about the risks of sharing nude 
selfies on mobile phones and social 
media as this may be partly fuelling 
the rise in offences by under-18s. 

A survey recently revealed only 
half of parents knew that children 
taking nude selfies were commit¬ 
ting a crime. 

However, among those children 
reported to the police may also be 


young people who have been found 
in possession of child abuse images. 

And the big rise in adults caught 
with indecent images of children 
shows the demand for such 
material is still growing. 

Peter Wanless, CEO of the 
NSPCC, said: “Over the last two 
decades, digital technology has 
fuelled an explosion in the 
production and consumption 
of child sexual abuse images 
that increasingly involves 


the streaming of live video. 

“Committed leadership from 
government, and dedicated police 
operations have made a real 
difference. But the war on child 
abuse images is only just beginning. 

“The internet industry must 
prioritise this issue by committing 
their expertise and work with the 
public and voluntary sector to find 
solutions. 

“As well as pursuing and deterring 
adults who make and distribute 


these we must educate children 
about how to keep themselves safe 
online and offline and how to get 
help as soon as grooming or abuse 
happens. And every child who is the 
victim of exploitation and abuse 
should get the support they need to 
rebuild their lives.” 

In one previously reported 
episode, a 14-year-old boy was 
added to a police database after he 
sent a naked image of himself to a 
female classmate on Snapchat. 


Uni of Kent academic 
sheds light on just who 
voted to leave the EU 


Huge emergency response 
to tackle Exercise Tycoon 


LOW earners in left-behind areas were 
the driving force behind the landmark 
Brexit decision, research by a Univer¬ 
sity of Kent academic has found. 

Professor Matthew Goodwin 
co-authored the Joseph Rowntree 
Foundation (JRF) study, which 
claimed that British votes in the 
referendum were deeply divided 
across economic, educational and 
social lines. 

The Brexit message was clear in 
Kent, with 59 per cent of voters 
opting to leave the European Union. 
Tunbridge Wells was the only area to 
vote remain. 

JRF said the findings were a “wake 
up” call for Theresa May to stick to 
her promise of making Britain work 
for all following her pledge to 
prioritise social justice in her first 
speech as prime minister last month. 

The analysis found that nearly 60 
per cent of households earning less 
than £20,000 a year voted for Brexit, 
but in families with incomes over 
£60,000 support for leaving the EU 


was only 35 per cent. 

Unemployed people and those 
looking for work were also far more 
likely to support Brexit than those in 
full employment - support for leave 
among the former was 59 per cent but 
only 45 per cent among the latter. 

Educational inequality was also a 
standout trend behind the vote, with 
over 70 per cent of people with no 
qualification voting for Brexit and 
over 70 per cent of people with a 
postgraduate degree deciding to 
remain. 

Researcher Professor Matthew 
Goodwin said: “This reveals how the 
referendum was not simply about 
our relationship with the European 
Union, but also shed light on the 
deep divides that exist in our society. 

“The findings of our research point 
to the importance of both people and 
place. It wasn’t only that people who 
are struggling tended to support 
Brexit but also in some cases more 
skilled people who reside in low 
skilled areas.”

Historic medals from 
‘the Few’ hero fly back to 
Blighty to go on display

WARTIME medals of a Battle of Brit¬ 
ain pilot have landed at a memorial 
in Kent after an Australian couple 
flew them halfway around the world. 

Flight Lieutenant Charles “Tich” 
Palliser DFC, one of ‘the Few’, died in 
2011 after spending the last decades 
of his life in Australia. 

However, daughter Gill, felt his 
medals, which included the Distin¬ 
guished Flying Cross (DFC) and the 
Battle of Britain Clasp, reserved for 
‘the Few’, should be returned to Brit¬ 
ain and asked the Battle of Britain 
Memorial Trust if it would keep them 
safe for future generations. 

The trust already has Fit Lt Pallis¬ 
er’s uniform jacket and a set of repli¬ 
ca medals on display at the end of 
The Scramble Experience in The 
Wing at Capel-le-Ferne, near Folke¬ 
stone, and welcomed the chance to 
care for the real medals. 

But living in Melbourne, Ms Pallis¬ 
er didn’t want to trust the post with

her precious cargo and even consult¬ 
ed the British Consulate for advice on 
sending the medals to Kent. 

Coincidentally, her good friends 
Colin and Faye Murphy, who had 
also known the pilot well, revealed 


that they were planning a golden 
wedding anniversary trip to Britain 
and Europe and offered to bring the 
medals with them. 

With the medals still wrapped in the 
three handkerchiefs Fit Lt Palliser 
himself had used to keep them safe in¬ 
side their leather pouch, the couple 
brought the package to London, where 
they handed the medals over to the 
trust chairman Richard Hunting. 

“This was a splendid gesture by 
Gill to offer the trust her father’s 
medals, which I know meant a great 
deal to her,” he said. 

“We are also incredibly grateful to 
Colin and Faye for bringing this pre¬ 
cious cargo half way around the 
world. Gill and her friends can be as¬ 
sured that the trust will take very 
great care of the medals and will con¬ 
tinue to make sure that the story of 
Tich and his brave colleagues contin¬ 
ues to be told long into the future." 

Mrs Murphy said it had been “a 
pleasure to help make Gill’s dream 
become a reality and an absolute 
privilege to bring Tich’s medals back 
home to England.”

Drug dealing duo 
face four-year terms 

Two men caught dealing drugs in Folkestone 
have been sentenced to over four years in prison. 

On June 7, police officers raided a property in 
Westboume Gardens and recovered cocaine and 
heroin as well as drugs paraphernalia, scales and bags. 

Later that evening, a car, which had been linked 
to the address, was seen by officers. 

Boyd Williams, 25, was seen to get out of the car 
and run away, throwing something into a shrub¬ 
bery as he fled. A search of the shrubbery 
revealed two parcels of Class A drugs 71.46 
grams in total. But officers caught up with 
Williams and he was arrested along with Joshua 
Goldring-Wells, 22, who had remained in the car. 

When officers searched Goldring-Wells, he had 
a set of keys which matched those for the flat in 
Westbourne Gardens. 

Williams, of Folkestone Road, Dover, and 
Goldring-Wells, from London, were each 
sentenced to four years and four months at 
Canterbury Crown Court. 


Students warned on 
landlord responsibility 

STUDENTS in Kent hunting down accommodation 
ahead of the start of the new academic year are being 
urged not to cut comers and ignore potential safety 
issues when choosing where to live. 

As new research shows average rental prices in the 
UK rose by 2.6 per cent last year and tenant demand 
for properties increased by 22 per cent, students 
planning for the new term may be tempted to try to 
save money and rush into signing contracts without 
properly inspecting the property. However, this 
could leave them living in a potentially unsafe house 
and even put their health at risk. 

In response, OFTEC, the UK trade body for the oil 
heating industry, is urging students in Kent to follow a 
six point safety checklist to help them find safe rental 
accommodation. It includes checking for fire and 
carbon monoxide alarms, damp, secure windows 
and doors, heating arrangement and ensuring all 
electrical appliances are working correctly.

THE mayor of Dover has insisted he will not 
resign after being caught on camera snort¬ 
ing a white substance inside a toilet cubicle. 

Footage posted online shows councillor 
Neil Rix telling a man to close the door be¬ 
hind him before snorting the substance. 

Cllr Rix tells the unidentified man: “Don’t 
let anyone come... shut that door.” He adds: 
“Don’t want anyone seeing councillor Rix 
doing this.” 

In the 67-second clip posted on YouTube, 
Cllr Rix says: “You see what’s there?” 

The man replies: “Yeah, you do the big 
one,” and Cllr Rix adds: “Are you sure?” 

Cllr Rix said he was drunk, the victim of a 
blackmail plot and had been coerced when 
the incident was filmed around six years ago, 
but he insisted he would not step down as 
mayor of Dover. 

He said: “I just feel I have let down my fam¬ 
ily but I will get over it. I have had a lot of 
support from friends and family, people that 
know me.” 

He said he was not a drug user, insisting 
he was “dead against” drug taking, and he 
was not sure what type of substance he 
snorted or where it was filmed. 

He said: “I have never done it before. I was 


drunk. What happened happened. I don’t 
know what it was I was putting up my nose. 
It could have been sherbet for all I know.” 

He admitted it was him in the footage but 
insisted it was not a resigning issue. Asked 
whether he would be quitting, Cllr Rix said: 
“No, I’m not at all. I’m not standing down.” 

He said he had been told the name of the 
man who had filmed and released the footage. 

Born and bred in Dover, Cllr Rix was made 
mayor of the port town in May. 

The circumstances surrounding the foot¬ 


age featuring Cllr Rix, who is listed as an 
independent town councillor, are to be 
looked at by police. 

A spokesman said: “Officers will be mak¬ 
ing inquiries to establish the circumstanc¬ 
es of the footage.” 

In a statement, Dover Town Council 
added: “The video and the circumstances 
in which it has been posted are ambigu¬ 
ous. We will not allow the current specula¬ 
tion to stand in the way of the work of the 
mayor and Dover Town Council.” 


RNLI rescue family 
on stricken vessel 

VOLUNTEER lifeboat crew rescued a family of 
three from their catamaran off the north Kent coast 
after it encountered steering problems. 

The boat was found north east of the Tongue 
Sand Tower, eight miles north of Margate, late on 
the evening of August 30. 

There were three people on board: the owner 
his wife and their teenage daughter, and all were 
assisted to safety.

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Historic demolition to blow 
up chimney at power station 



HISTORY will be made next week 
when the tallest concrete structure 
demolition takes place in Kent. 

The controlled demolition of a 
244m chimney - two-and-a-half 
times the height of Big Ben - at 
Grain A Power Station will 
commence on Wednesday at 11am. 

Since demolition of the power 
station began, more than 84,000 
tonnes of material has been 
removed from the site to be 
recycled, and work is expected to 
continue until the end of the year. 

The existing infrastructure at 
Grain A has been used to build a 
new 1,275MW gas-fired power 
station on the same site, owned by 
energy giant Uniper. 

The development of Grain B 
Power Station means the site can 
continue to provide electricity to 


homes and businesses across the 
UK, and support employment in 
Medway. 

Bosses advise those choosing to 
watch the detonation should do so 
at a safe distance. 


Uniper says it will be unable to 
provide the public with access to a 
viewing point on site for the event 
but images will be available on 
kentnews.co.uk and in next 
weekend’s Kent on Sunday. 


£1.5m fund to help fight 
radicalisation terror fears 


THE government is set to invest 
up to £ 1.5m in projects tackling 
radicalisation and terrorism after 
a Kent mosque last week joined a 
chorus of criticism against its 
current strategies. 

A Home Affairs select commit¬ 
tee made a number of recommen¬ 
dations to reshape the way 
communities tackle the threat, 
after Welling-bom preacher 
Anjem Choudary was convicted 
of encouraging support for 
terrorists following a trial at the Old 
Bailey earlier this month. 

The government’s existing Pre¬ 
vent strategy was launched in 
2007 as the preventative strand of 
the government’s counter-terror¬ 
ism strategy, Contest. 

In 2011 the agenda was 
relaunched to respond to the 
ideological challenge of terrorism 
and aspects of extremism, 


provide practical help to prevent 
people from being drawn into ter¬ 
rorism and ensure they are given 
appropriate advice and support. 

However, the select committee 
found the strategy to be ‘ ‘toxic’ ’ in 
Muslim communities, and the 
Kent Muslim Welfare Association 
agreed, telling KOS the attitude 
was that ‘ ‘it was looking for 
Muslims who will spy on the 
households of other Muslims’ ’. 

Now it appears the Home 
Office has listened to the 
committee’s concerns with 
competition for investment open 
to applicants from last Tuesday 
until October 12. A spokesperson 
said: “The aim of this competition 
is to develop an outcome, 
resource or new technology. 
These should build understand¬ 
ing and prevent radicalisation 
and support for terrorism.’ ’ 


Stonemason £22k fund 

THE Masonic Charitable Foundation has 
awarded a £22,000 grant to help the 
stonemasonry apprenticeship scheme at 
Canterbury Cathedral. 

It employs its own team of stonemasons 
and the grant will fund a further year’s 
training for one of the young apprentices. 


Cops' £500 donation 

A CARE group which provides specialist 
support to parents raising children with 
diabetes has received a £500 donation from 
the Kent Police property fund. 

The Maidstone Area Parent Support 
Group, a voluntary group which is part of 
Diabetes UK, received the cash on Tuesday. 


Corbyn's Ramsgate rally 

LABOUR leader Jeremy Corbyn was due to 
address a rally in Ramsgate on Saturday 
- part of his tour of the country in the race to 
be re-elected leader of the party. 

He was due to appear at the bandstand in 
the town alongside a host of union and 
political activists. 


Calais road protest fear 

LAST-ditch talks continued this weekend to 
try to avert a potentially damaging blockade 
around the Port of Calais amid fears it will 
cause mass disruption to British cross- 
Channel travellers. 

As of Friday afternoon, the protest was still 
due to take place this Monday.

Calais metro link back on track 
as Rudd lays down border rides 

French mayor wants cross-Channel commuter train service online by 2021, as Tom Pyman reports 


T HE mayor of Calais says she 
wants to “be the pathfind¬ 
er” in delivering a daily 
commuter metro between 
the French port town and 
Kent within the next five years. 

Speaking at a conference in Ash¬ 
ford on Thursday morning, Natacha 
Bouchart stated her intention to put 
back on track plans for a much-talked 
about train link via the Channel Tun¬ 
nel, to allow cross-border workers to 
commute in both directions more 
quickly and easily than on existing 
Eurostar and Eurotunnel routes. 

And she said her sheer desire to 
make it happen would overcome any 
financial hurdle that may put off 
transport chiefs in the UK. 

“I want to see us have this link in 
place in five years,” she told KoS. 

“If you’ve got the will and desire, 
you can make these projects happen 
and that’s what I want to do. 

“You [in Britain] always say ‘it’s far 
too costly’ and lose the argument. 

“It’s a project which has been high¬ 
ly publicised and everyone thought it 
was a great idea but no one really 
wanted to make it happen. 

“I want to be the leader, the path¬ 
finder who can make it a reality. 

“We have the tunnel, all the right 
railway technology, and it’s just 30 
minutes between Calais and Ashford 
- it’s easier for us in Calais to come to 
Kent than to go to Lille. 

“We could together, with this, set 
up companies and back offices either 
side of the Channel. 

“I want to finally find the best way 
to deliver this project to the benefit of 
kentnews.co.uk kent-life.co.uk 


our two areas, and maybe one day we 
can put it out to competition - why 
not?” 

Mark Dance, Kent County Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for regeneration, 
also welcomed the statement and 
suggested using old Eurostar trains 
as a way of getting a commuter link 
off the ground, while keeping costs 
down. 

“We’ve been over to France and we 
know they’re very keen for this to 
happen,” he said. 

“If you’re going on holiday or you’re 
going shopping, you’ve got time on 
your hands, but what if you’ve got ap¬ 
pointments in northern France and 
then they tell you they’ve cancelled 
the train? 

“That network has got to be regu¬ 
lar, like an English commuter service 
to London, and a metro can do that. 

“But Eurostar have got new rolling 
stock so what about the old ones? 
Those trains know their way home, 
they’ve been doing it for 20 years, so 
can this be used in the argument over 
a metro link? 

“Then you have to look at how 
many you can have on that train to 
make it pay. 

“Even if you’re only making a profit 
of £1 it wouldn’t matter because 
you’re giving a service and there’s no 
losses. 

“If you’re looking at second hand 
rolling stock you want to get on it 
quickly, they’ve got the right signal¬ 
ling and we know they’ll work. 

“That’s going to be major part of 
capital costs that you don’t have to 
find.

Calais mayor on commuter link 

“We know the Channel Tunnel is a 
success story and is running around 
60 per cent of its capacity, so we know 
there’s room and it could happen.” 

The mayor’s visit was intended to 
offer a hand of friendship to business¬ 
es in Kent, with relations appearing 
to somewhat fray since Britain’s deci¬ 
sion to leave the EU in June. 

Mrs Bouchart has previously called 
for Britain to take back its border in 
Calais and warned that the migrant 
Jungle could move to Kent. 

However, quizzed on whether her 
appearance in Ashford signified a 
change of opinion, she gave a brief, 
emphatic response: “I came here to 
talk about economics and changes 
with our two territories and I do be¬ 
lieve it is a matter for our two govern¬ 
ments to deal with this specific issue, 
and only them.” 

The visit came after the home sec- 
East 


retary also made the trip across the 
Channel where she struck an agree¬ 
ment with French officials at a sum¬ 
mit in Paris to further secure ports 
and tunnels between Dover and 
Calais. 

The governments of the two coun¬ 
tries presented a united front after a 
meeting between Amber Rudd and 
her counterpart, French interior 
minister Bernard Cazeneuve on 
Tuesday. 

It follows controversy over a pro¬ 
posal to allow migrants to lodge UK 
asylum claims on French soil - a plan 
dismissed by a Home Office source as 
a “complete non-starter”. 

A joint statement from both gov¬ 
ernments after talks between Ms 
Rudd and Mr Cazeneuve in Paris said: 
“In the face of the challenges posed by 
ongoing migratory flows in Europe, 
and taking into account the migrato¬ 
ry pressure in the Calais region and 
the particularly difficult humanitari¬ 
an situation, we are committed to 
working together to strengthen the 
security of our shared border, to 
strongly diminish the migratory 
pressure in Calais and preserve the 
vital economic link supported by the 
juxtaposed controls in Calais.” 

The two nations committed to a 
number of specific steps, including 
further securing the ports and tunnel 
in the region, addressing humanitar¬ 
ian challenges in Calais, continuing 
to work together to return illegal mi¬ 
grants in Calais who are not in need 
of protection and bringing unaccom¬ 
panied asylum-seeking children to 
the UK when in their best interest. 


The statement, which reaffirmed a 
commitment to closer cooperation on 
counter-terrorism, security and mi¬ 
gration, comes after a long-standing 
agreement on border controls came 
under scrutiny. 

Under the Treaty of Le Touquet, 
British immigration officials check 
passports in Calais while their French 
counterparts do the same in Dover - 
an arrangement known as “juxta¬ 
posed controls”. 

On Monday, Xavier Bertrand, presi¬ 
dent of the Hauts-de-France Nord Pas 
De Calais-Picardie region, which in¬ 
cludes Calais, said he wants a “new 
treatment” for asylum seekers trying 
to get to Britain from France. 

He said: “If the British Government 
don’t want to open this discussion, 
we will tell you the Touquet Agree¬ 
ment is over.” 

A Downing Street spokesman said 
local politicians in France occasion¬ 
ally called for changes to the Le Tou¬ 
quet arrangements, but that the Paris 
government’s continued support for 
the agreement was clearly restated 
last month in talks between Prime 
Minister Theresa May and French 
president Francois Hollande. 

Asked about presidential hopeful 
Nicolas Sarkozy’s call for a processing 
centre in England to deal with asy¬ 
lum requests from those in Calais, the 
No 10 spokesman declined to specu¬ 
late on the position of a possible fu¬ 
ture French administration. 

He pointed out that it was Mr 
Sarkozy, in a previous stint as interior 
minister, who first struck the Le Tou¬ 
quet deal with the UK.

statement read: “We in the dis¬ 
tance event community lost a 
sporting soul.

Yet his death highlights once 
again that however fit you are, 
the swim can take you to the 
limit. 

“The challenge of this swim is 
not for the faint hearted,” em¬ 
phasises Mr Leek. 

“Swimming the Channel is not 
like running a marathon, it is the 
equivalent of running four mara¬ 
thons back to back.” 

And Mr Murphy added: “Due to 
the tide the 21-mile swim turns 
into around a 2 5-mile swim in¬ 
stead.” 

But for those who have com¬ 
pleted the swim, the sense of 
achievement is hard to emulate. 

Mr Murphy said: “You get a real 
sense of achievement as you’ve 
overcome the odds.

As the first person to swim 
the Channel, Matthew Webb, said 
‘nothing great is easy’.” 

And Mr Leek concluded: “Be¬ 
fore the swim, there were times 
when I’d just break down and 
cry. I constantly had this vision 
of standing on French soil, and 
that is what kept me going 
through my training. 

“Finishing was an amazing 
feeling. You realise you can get 
through all those difficulties. I 
don’t think there’s anything else 
out there I can’t do now.”

He had been only the 19th 
competitor to complete the gru¬ 
elling Arch to Arc Enduroman 
event - an 87-mile run from Mar¬ 
ble Arch to Dover, a cross-Chan¬ 
nel swim, and then a 181-mile 
bike ride to Paris and the Arc de 
Triomphe. 

He died on his 45th birthday. 
His brother Lee, 43, spoke on 
behalf of his family from Shrop¬ 
shire. He said: “As a family we 
have lost a devoted husband, fa¬ 
ther, son and brother. 

“The Enduroman team has lost 
#19, an achievement Nick was so 
proud of. 

“We are all devastated and 
shocked that he’s lost his life do¬ 
ing something he loved. 

“It is awful that his solo Chan¬ 
nel attempt was so nearly suc¬ 
cessful but has ultimately ended 
in tragedy. 

“His success and achievements 
as an endurance athlete will nev¬ 
er be forgotten by friends and 
family and he will be dearly 
missed by all who loved him.” 

Enduroman Events, the com¬ 
pany devoted to helping athletes 
complete triathalons, paid trib¬ 
ute to Mr Thomas. It said: “Our 
friend Nick Thomas left us whilst 
doing something he loved - he 
just kept going. He’ll always be 
a part of what we do and who 
we are.”

T HE death last weekend 
of Nick Thomas a mile 
from the French coast, 
once again raised 
awareness of the enor¬ 
mous physical challenge of 
swimming a strait of water 
which has attracted so many to 
attempt such a gruelling 
crossing. 

The 45-year-old was 16-hours 
into the marathon Channel swim 
when he fell unconscious. 

It was a stark reminder that 
even the fittest of amateur ath¬ 
letes can struggle with the 
21-miles stretch from Dover to 
Calais across the world’s busiest 
shipping lane. 

The crossing itself has been 
braved by swimmers for 140 
years now and comes with so 
many challenges it can put many 
off; currents, sewage, cross- 
Channel ferries, extreme fatigue 
to name but a few. 

So, why is the swim so appeal¬ 
ing? And what dangers do the ex¬ 
treme athletes face? 

Kevin Murphy is the honorary 
secretary of the Channel Swim¬ 
ming and Piloting Federation. He 
says successfully completing the 
swim “depends on the person” 
and the amount of training they 
commit to leading up to the task. 

“If they’re very fit, say competi¬ 
tion pool swimmers, it may only 
take a year or six months to be 
ready,” comments Mr Murphy. 
“But if they’re training from 


three years. The longer you train 
the more success you’re likely to 
have.” 

As someone who has swum 
from Dover to Calais a staggering 
34 times, Mr Murphy can un¬ 
doubtedly vouch for the amount 
of training that needs to be put 
in, and also the challenges swim¬ 
mers may face. 

He says the sheer distance of 
the swim is probably the biggest 
challenge: “The distance is way 
beyond what you physically want 
to do and it takes all your will 
power to finish. But if it was easy 
there would be no satisfaction in 
completing it. 

“The demons in your head are 
telling you, you can’t do it, and 
you’re constantly overcoming 
the hurt you’re feeling in your 
muscles.” 

Chris Leek, 29, from Orping¬ 
ton, took on the challenge and 
completed the swim on August 
26. For him, the biggest chal¬ 
lenge was the temperature of the 
water: “Once the cold hits you, 
whether that’s one hour or 10 
hours into your swim, it never 
leaves. It’s hard to think of any¬ 
thing else.” 

Mr Leek, who swam the Chan¬ 
nel to raise money for research 
into Parkinson’s Disease, had to 
halt his training at the begin¬ 
ning of 2016 when a shoulder in¬ 
jury resulted in surgery. He was 
out of action for months but de¬ 
cided to brave the swim anyway 


April, a mere five months before 
his planned crossing. He com¬ 
pleted the swim with a time of 12 
hours 9 minutes, around four 
hours ahead of the average, and 
has raised £14,600 for his cho¬ 
sen charity. 

“I told my support team - ‘If 
any of you get me out of the water 
[during the actual swim] we’re 
over’ - as nothing was going to 
stop me finishing,” added Mr 
Leek. “When I got back in the wa¬ 
ter in April I was training twice 
during the week and then six or 
seven hours each Saturday and 
Sunday. The training became 
like a drug and I felt guilty if I 
skipped it.” 

Though there are obvious dan¬ 
gers to the endurance swim, Mr 
Murphy states that only nine 
people have died over the 140- 
year history, and that around 
1,600 different people have suc¬ 
cessfully swum the Channel. 

All of which made Nick Tho¬ 
mas’ death all the more shock¬ 
ing. The sporting enthusiast had 
waded into the water in Dover on 
Saturday morning and was a 
mile from the finish and 16 hours 
through his swimming journey 
on Sunday morning, when he fell 
unconscious. He lost his fight for 
life later that evening in hospital. 

Tributes poured in for 
the athlete from across the 
country, particularly

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Chaos as M20 
shuts again to 
clear collapsed 
bridge remains 

For a second weekend running, a section of the 
M20 in both directions will be completely 
closed as work continues to clear the remains of 
the pedestrian bridge which was destroyed after 
it was hit by a passing lorry sparking huge delays

T HE future of the M20 footbridge that 
collapsed last Saturday remains un¬ 
certain as the Highways Agency 
continues to look at the “next steps” 
in restoring the half-dangling 
structure. Questions have been raised regard¬ 
ing the remains of the overhanging concrete 
bridge, which caused such chaos when it col¬ 
lapsed last weekend - causing enormous prob¬ 
lems for busy bank holiday weekend travellers 
going to and from the ports. 

A major police operation was initiated after 
a lorry transporting a digger hit the motorway 


bridge, causing it to collapse between junc¬ 
tions two for Wrotham and Sevenoaks, and 
four for Leybourne. 

Miraculously, no-one was killed as a result of 
the drama. 

Kent Police’s Serious Collision Investigation 
Unit is continuing to carry out enquiries into the 
collision, which appears to have happened be¬ 
cause the overall height of the lorry transporting 
the digger was greater than the standard 5.1 me¬ 
tre clearance of UK motorway bridges. 

Alex Magaisa was driving past the lorry in¬ 
volved just as the bridge collapsed, with his 
wife and two young sons in the car. 

They were on their way to Gatwick Airport 
to catch a flight to Belfast to see family for the

bank holiday weekend. 

The University of Kent lecturer, 41, said: “My 
instinct was just to drive through. My wife saw 
the bridge falling and there was a big noise. I had 
to manoeuvre through the debris. 

“We stopped afterwards for about 30 minutes, 
and there was another car with a family behind 
us. Luckily no-one seemed to have been hurt. 

“It was a big shock. It’s only just starting to 


sink in now what might have happened. We 
were right in the line of fire and we could have 
been crushed.” 

Emergency services said one motorcyclist had 
been taken to hospital in Tunbridge Wells fol¬ 
lowing the incident. 

Grandfather-of-three Jim Shaw, 73, suffered 
three broken ribs after a digger being carried on 
the back of a lorry struck the bridge. 


Part-time school bus driver Mr Shaw, from 
Thamesmead, south-east London, was travel¬ 
ling at around 65mph on the London-bound 
carriageway. 

He was heading home from a visit to a bikers’ 
cafe in Maidstone on his Yamaha MT-07 when 
he was forced to take evasive action. 

Speaking from his hospital bed, he said: “I 
didn’t get a lot of time. One minute the bridge 


was there and the next it wasn’t. It all happened 
so fast. Initially all I saw was one end of the 
bridge come down. 

“As the bridge came down, I threw the bike on 
the ground, and I ended up just clearing it. I was 
lucky. Everyone now keeps asking me to suggest 
their lottery numbers.” 

Mr Shaw revealed his wife Doreen, 68, only

found out he had been taken to hospital in Tun¬ 
bridge Wells after she rang him to ask him to 
bring the washing in. 

“I told her, ‘I won’t be able to do that’,” he said. 
“And she said, ‘why not?’ I said it’s because I’m 
in hospital. She said she’d just seen a report 
about it on a big screen in Woolwich.” 

Mr Shaw said he is unsure whether his bike is 
still roadworthy, but the drama has not put him 
off returning to the roads once he has recovered. 

“It’s just one of those things,” he said. “How 
often does a bridge fall down? It has certainly 
given the insurance company something to 
think about.” 

Andy Sunnucks, 24, who also saw the inci¬ 
dent, said: “We were about 15 cars back on the 
same carriageway as the collision. 

“It looked like a lorry had jackknifed, and I 
could see half the bridge was missing. We went 
to have a look and the back end of the lorry was 
in pieces.” 

The graphic designer, a passenger travelling 
from Maidstone to Sevenoaks, said: “The motor¬ 
cyclist was laying down underneath his bike.” 

The collapse sparked hours of traffic chaos on 
one of the busiest weekends of the year, and the 
M20 only completely reopened to traffic some 
24 hours after the incident. 

Kent County Council says it has officially 
closed the footpaths leading to the bridge on the 
north and south parts of East Street, near Add¬ 
ington. 

To give an indication of the time to replace the 
bridge, the paths have been given a six-month 
closure notice by the county council’s highways’ 
team. 

Meanwhile Addington trader J Breheny Con¬ 
tractors Ltd has praised the efforts of Highways 
England for doing “their very best” in-reopening 
the motorway swiftly. 

Contract director Richard Cottee said: “It’s 
not the first time bridges have been hit. Al¬ 
though it was very dangerous the crews clear¬ 
ing up the bridge did a good job, yet I have no 
doubt this weekend’s closure will affect those go¬ 


ing to the Channel Tunnel.” 

Graham Baker, of Addington printing firm 
Scarbutts Ltd, said the business was fortunate it 
missed the chaos last Saturday, saying the cur¬ 
rent M20 closures over the weekend “will hope¬ 
fully go back to normal for us on Monday 
morning”. 

Catherine Brookes, of Highways England, 
said: “Safety is our top priority. While we con¬ 
centrated on reopening the road as soon as pos¬ 
sible to help drivers, it was imperative this was 
done safely. 

“The 50mph speed limit was introduced until 
work to remove the rest of the footbridge is com¬ 
plete. We thank drivers for their patience as we 
carried out this essential work.” 

The 50mph limit stayed in place until Friday 
when work began on clearing the remaining 
stump of the bridge (see box off). 

Following Saturday’s incident, a Ukip councillor 
on Shepway District Council highlighted 
how a number of smaller lorry parks could help 
ease congestion on our road network in the light of 
such events, rather than one large lorry park, 
which is currently proposed at Stanford, near 
Hythe, 

Councillor Frank McKenna has argued local, 
accessible parks could temporarily ensure traffic 
to flow via local diversion routes when major 
events occur. 

He said: “It’s clear that Highways England are 
intent on delivering a pre-determined single 
lorry park at Stanford. One large lorry park is a 
more attractive investment for a contractor 
since it will be more profitable than a network of 
strategic smaller sites. 

“We are saying that this issue is too important 
to be driven purely by profit.” 

■ The footbridge which collapsed onto the 
M20 motorway over the bank holiday weekend 
received bids of up to £66,000 on online auction 
site eBay just hours after pranksters submit¬ 
ted the ‘item’.Some 52 people have submitted 
bids for the joke listing, which describes the 
condition of the structure as “for parts or not 
working”.

VERY CHILDHOOD IS WORTH FIGHTING FOR 
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Growing pains of seaside towns 
and the gentrification process 

SPECIAL REPORT: Increasingly, our coastal towns are looking to London to lure in a fresh breed to 
come and spend and invest. But is the effect having a major impact on the county’s communities?

A S THE school sum¬ 
mer holidays begin to 
wind down, things 
are not quite so hec¬ 
tic on Margate Main 
Sands as they were over the bank 
holiday weekend. 

There are still plenty of children 
chasing footballs, kites and splash¬ 
ing in the water that glistens in 
the mid-morning sun, but the 
scene is somewhat calmer; there’s 
a buzz but without the mayhem. 

Perhaps Britain’s most iconic 
seaside town, Margate is rapidly 
becoming home to your stereotyp¬ 
ical capital hipster after one of the 
most significant regeneration 
boosts in recent history. 

A rollercoaster history has seen 
the town go from being the ulti¬ 
mate British holiday destination in 
the 1960s and ’70s to experienc¬ 
ing a dramatic decline, to now be¬ 
ing something of a hub for a con¬ 
temporary subculture. 

Despite ongoing complications 
with its centrepiece ride and its fi¬ 
nances, there’s no doubt the restora¬ 
tion of Dreamland amusement park 
has been of huge economic benefit, 
with thousands flocking to the sea¬ 
side resort in the summer months. 


A pebble’s throw over the beach 
of course stands the Turner Con¬ 
temporary Gallery, universally 
hailed as a driving force that has 
brought this town up from its 
knees to a destination targeted by 
thousands of DFLs (Down From 
Londoners). 

Bored of Shoreditch now that it’s 
become too mainstream, bearded 
and tattooed twenty-somethings 
are instead heading down to the 
Kent coast - conveniently accessi¬ 
ble in less than 90 minutes thanks 
to Southeastern’s high speed 
trains - to get their fix of trendy 
bars, unorthodox restaurants and 
edgy art. 

But while an influx of ‘fresh 
money’ is essential to kick-start re¬ 
vival, there is a growing sense 
among the native communities 
that their needs are being placed 
second behind those of the occa¬ 
sional visitor. 

With tourism such a driver, it is 
understandable visitors are lured 
in. But it is when they are courted 
to live here too which can have an 
impact. 

Margate is far from alone in this 
pursuit or the problems they 
cause. Folkestone is just a few 
steps behind as it looks to throw off 
its own decline with arts-led re¬ 
generation. And up on the north 
Kent coast, Whitstable has, in the 


space of just 20 years, gone from 
modest working harbour town to 
one of the hottest towns in the 
country. In July, 80,000 people at¬ 
tended its annual Oyster Festival 
and house prices have sky rocket¬ 
ed, forcing families to leave and 
usher in a capital crowd. 

A once functional high street is 
now jam packed with specialist 
food or drink outlets and fashion 
boutiques. 

And that resentment of the gentri¬ 
fication of the area is bubbling just 
below the surface in all three areas. 

Last month saw Margate be¬ 
come home to the smallest pub in 
Britain - precisely the type of 
unique selling point needed to at¬ 
tract those much-needed wealthy 
customers from the capital. 

Owned by Andy Barrett and run 
day-to-day by Ali Noone, The Lit¬ 
tle Prince, hidden away inside The 
Old Kent Market - a revamped in¬ 
door market area directly opposite 
the Turner - pinched the crown of 
tiniest pub with its lift by 6.6ft 
(3m by 2m) interior, meaning ap¬ 
proximately only six people at a 
time can fit in. 

Ms Noone herself only moved 
down from London three years 
ago and was staggered by the 
change in the town she left as a 
youngster. 

“When I left here 27 years ago I 


hated this place, it was like a 
dump,” she told KoS. 

“Apparently it was really good 
in the ’60s and ’70s but then just 
died a death, and now it’s been se¬ 
riously revived. 

“There’s a really good vibe here, 
micropubs are popping up, the Old 
Town looks great, it really has 
changed a lot. 

“Business for us has been quiet 
the last few days, dead slow, [we 
visited on Wednesday] but over 
the bank holiday it was banging. 

“We’re starting to get local reg¬ 
ulars but people from all over the 
country are coming in, I guess it is 
quite an attraction. 

“Even though it’s so small it re¬ 
ally feels like a pub, it’s got a really 
cool vibe about it. 

“We had people queuing to get 
in over the weekend when we’ve 
only been here a few weeks. Clear¬ 
ly word travels fast.” 

Thanet North MP Sir Roger Gale 
agrees the so-called DFL rush has 
helped boost the town’s fortunes. 

“The Turner has had a dramatic 
effect on revitalising the area and 
in the Old Town there are no avail¬ 
able properties,” he said. 

“There might be empty build¬ 
ings at the moment, but they’ve 
been bought and will be used, 
they’re not for sale.

“This artistic regeneration is abso¬ 
lutely influenced by those DFLs but 
it’s wrong to assume they are all mid¬ 
dle class snobs. 

“They come and use the Sands Ho¬ 
tel and there’s demand for more hotel 
space, and ones of high quality, that’s 
blindingly obvious. 

“There’s an assumption that the 
crowds at the Tuner are not compati¬ 
ble with Dreamland and vice-versa 
but that’s absolutely not the case, in¬ 
creasing numbers are visiting both.” 

Dreamland’s very deliberate ‘vin¬ 
tage’ feel - part fuelled by necessity of 
super-tight budgets, but conveniently 
chiming with the apparent insatiable 
demand for all things ‘retro’ among 
the capital’s trendsetters - is an inter¬ 
esting dilemma. Few would argue its 
image, and even pricing structure, 
has been designed very much to lure 
in the Turner visitor on their way 
back from the gallery to the railway 
station. Yet the financial collapse of 
the company which operated the 
park would perhaps suggest pander¬ 
ing to the taste of the DfL brigade has 
been a costly error rather than simply 
delivering a park which would pull in 
repeat local custom and provide a 
more compelling ‘commercial’ propo¬ 
sition to the people of the county. 

However, while booming business 
elsewhere may appear to be only 
good news, it does come at a cost, and 
Margate could become something of 
a victim of its own success. 

The increased interest of DFLs has 
seen house prices in the Thanet town 
driven up 12 per cent in a year, ac¬ 
cording to research by property web¬ 
site Zoopla earlier this summer. 

Even Cliftonville, one of the 
most deprived wards in the county, 


is seeing a knock-on effect. 

Consequently, locals that have 
lived in the area for decades are 
at risk of being priced out of moving 
to another part of town or even 


turfed out of rented properties. 

“I was speaking to a couple who 
were down from London at the week¬ 
end, and they’ve bought a place in 
Cliftonville as an investment,” Ms 


Noone added. “Everywhere you go in 
the Docklands, there’s big advertise¬ 
ments for Margate, because you do 
wonder how all these Londoners 
know about it. 


“It seems like there’s so many peo¬ 
ple moving down, they think ‘oh wow 
it is pretty cool’ and they want to stay 
and invest. 

“This couple said there’s a tenant in 
their property who has been there for 
eight years and ultimately they want 
to claim it back. 

“So they’ve given them two years’ 
notice which is pretty reasonable, but 
that’s not going to happen across the 
board, people are going to be kicked 
out of their homes and I do feel for 
them. 

“If someone comes in and says 
‘right we’ve bought the property and 
we need you out, you’ve got a couple 
of months to find somewhere else’ 
that’s so difficult for someone who’s 
enjoyed living there for years.” 

Property prices are so often a bell¬ 
wether of an area’s fortunes. But 
while every house owner wants to see 
their investment rise in price, once 
again a boom often means a bust for 
families who have lived in certain 
towns for generations, but simply 
cannot afford to buy properties in a 
market where second homes or ‘in¬ 
vestments’ are made by those for 
whom a one-bedroom flat in Chelsea 
equates to a six-bedroom detached 
down here. 

Conservative MP Sir Roger told us 
there were both positives and nega¬ 
tives to an ‘out with the old, in with 
the new’ approach but that it 
important we remain alert to just 
where the county’s limited housing 
stock is going. 

“What happened in London, and 
what will happen in Margate, is these 
wonderful Victorian and Edwardian 
houses currently of multiple occu¬ 
pancy will be turned into family 
houses,” he said.

“If they come and put money into 
the area by buying these properties 
and renovating them, that’s going to 
create jobs locally and it lifts the 
whole area. 

“Yes, we have to build more houses, 
we don’t want people living in a one 
bedroom flat in misery, we want them 
to have jobs, earn decent money and 
buy proper homes. 

“But the danger is, if we are not 
careful, London boroughs will buy or 
rent from opportunistic landlords.” 

And there is a genuine danger - 
earlier this year Canterbury council 
chiefs were left fuming after losing 
out on 208 properties at the former 
Howe Barracks in the city to the Lon¬ 
don Borough of Redbridge which sub¬ 
mitted a more comprehensive bid, as 
a result of its greater resources. 

Therefore hundreds of families on 
the council’s waiting list were pipped 
to housing by people living some 60 
miles away. 

Sir Roger has previously warned 
that the district could become “a 
dumping ground” for the capital’s 
population overspill and again told us 
he does fear “problem families” being 
dumped in Westwood Cross and at 
Manston, were Stone Hill Park’s 
plans to regenerate the former airport 
site given the green light. 

“I want to see Thanet homes for 
Thanet people where social housing 
is concerned,” he said. 

The good news is that Kent County 
Council’s regeneration chief, Mark 
Dance, hinted that there could be 
more such housing on the horizon in 
the not-too-distant future. 

“There are various options coming 
onto the table to sort out that situa¬ 
tion [people being priced out] and we 
are loosely negotiating with others 


for building a lot of starter homes,” he 
told KoS, but declined to shed light on 
further details. 

The aforementioned Cliftonville, 
barely a two minute drive up the hill 
from the arty seafront, is an area still 
suffering real deprivation. 

There are some nice shops along 
the two-mile high street that is 
Northdown Road but these are inter¬ 
spersed between dozens of rundown, 
empty stores that, frankly, look like 
they’re falling apart. 

Signs on others are littered with 
misplaced apostrophes and incorrect 
grammar, another indication that 
things in this part of town just aren’t 
as slick. 

Nicknamed Kosoville by some lo¬ 
cals due to the influx of Balkan resi¬ 
dents, Thanet District Council (TDC) 
has described it as “an area that is 
suffering from high levels of crime 
and anti social behaviour, and a lack 
of cohesion in the community with a 
negative impact on the community 
and public services”. 

It was perhaps telling of the level of 
unease in the town that a recurring 
response among cafes and newsa¬ 
gents approached by KoS for com¬ 
ment on the contrast between Clift¬ 
onville and the arty Margate seafront 
was “I don’t want to get involved”. 

Julie Dellar, a Ukip councillor for 
the Cliftonville West ward on TDC, 
told us she’d like to see investment 
distributed more equally across the 
district. 

“It’s starting to happen but it takes 
time and things aren’t moving quick¬ 
ly enough,” she said. 

“There is negativity throughout 
the area and Cliftonville has been ne¬ 
glected for far too long. 

“But it has the most beautiful prop¬ 


erties - I always describe them as 
skeletons, but we need to put the flesh 
back on and we do that by attracting 
some investment. 

“There’s two sides to [DFLs buying 
properties] - it depends on what they 
are buying them for. 

“If they’re just coming to do them 
up and turn them into bedsits as a 
second home, that’s not beneficial, 
but if they’re coming and really re¬ 
generating the area that can have a 
knock-on effect.” 


Ms Noone, from the Little Prince 
agrees the success of Margate in re¬ 
cent years will prove to be conta¬ 
gious, meaning the more deprived 
areas will soon reap the benefits also. 

“It will infiltrate, it has to,” she said. 
“Even if you go to the bottom of the hill 
at Cecil Square there are little shops 
starting to open up, so it’s just a matter 
of time before it goes up the hill. 

“It will grow, it can’t stay like that. 
There’s a lot of eastern Europeans 
there and it seems those families do 


their own thing and keep themselves 
to themselves and don’t really inte¬ 
grate and maybe that’s why there’s a 
problem. 

“With the upsurge of Margate, I 
think the council will try and clean it 
up and step in whereas before they 
were happy to just leave it.” 

Cllr Dance added: “Cliftonville used to 
be the place to live in Thanet’s heydey. 

“When you look at the grandiose

houses facing the sea with the greens 
in front of them and it’s beautiful. 

“So it’s a sweeping statement to say 
it is deprived because street by street 
there may be issues, but some areas 
have totally changed. 

“What we did, jointly with TDC, we 
bought properties that were houses of 
multiple occupation or were run¬ 
down and we’ve got an initiative 
called No Use Empty so if we see an 
empty property, we’ll talk to a local 
builder, they’ll take up the job and get 
it to a standard where it can be rented 
or sold. 

“We have put an awful lot of time 
and effort into upgrading the existing 
property and we’ve done a good job. 

“It’s going to be a long, slow process 
but we’re getting there.” 

The problem is far from exclusive to 
Margate, however, as wealthy oppor¬ 
tunists from the capital will see 
homes at up-and-coming seaside 
towns across the county’s coast as an 
investment. 

Folkestone has undergone signifi¬ 
cant regeneration of its harbour and 
surrounding areas, largely thanks to 
the deep pockets of its Victorian-style 
benefactor Sir Roger de Haan - the 
billionaire former owner of his fa¬ 
ther’s Saga empire. 

The trendy Rocksalt restaurant is 
popular with DFLs, as are the colour¬ 
ful, quirky little shops in the town’s 
Creative Quarter. 

However, Folkestone is still recog¬ 
nised by the Office for National Statis¬ 
tics as a deprived town and is also at 
risk of neglecting the needs of locals 
already settled there. 

Of the houses being built on

eight per cent will be affordable. 

Jonathan Ward, a researcher in 
cultural labour at Leeds University, 
has written a paper on the creative 
regeneration of Folkestone and 
Margate. 

He argues: “A misplaced policy em¬ 
phasis is failing to support the labour 
and social relations on which the in¬ 
terpretation of places as ‘creative’ is 


built, and arguably undermines the 
sustainability of an arts-based 
regeneration. 

“This has implications for culture- 
led policy, calling for greater atten¬ 
tion to be paid to the specific locations 
in which it is deployed, and to the net¬ 
works of producers whose labour is 
critical to its success.” 

Whitstable, meanwhile, has ap¬ 


peared on the surface to have been 
one of the county’s roaring successes 
in recent years, and Cllr Dance, who 
lives in the seaside town, says getting 
the word out there in terms of adver¬ 
tising is key. 

“There are very successful places 
across the country, like West 
Mersey, which are trendy, and 
have made it as a seaside town like 


Whitstable has,” he said. 

“But when you run a few miles 
across Essex to Brightlingsea, prop¬ 
erty prices plummet, but the moor¬ 
ings and the facilities for boats are 
fantastic, so are they marketing 
themselves properly? 

“The Whitstable story is interest¬ 
ing, it was generated from London, a 
straight train link from Victoria, and 
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The historic Tartar Frigate is one of the only 18th century flint restaurants in Kent. 
Widely renowned as one of the best seafood restaurants in Kent, the Harbour restaurant 
boasts stunning panoramic views over Viking Bay in Broadstairs. If seafood isn’t for 
you then you can take advantage of the extensive menu, which also includes mouth 
watering traditional dishes from around the world.

for years they were doing ‘cham¬ 
pagne and oyster runs’, where they 
have too much to drink, have a few 
oysters and buy a plot of land. 

“Those plots in Seasalter on the 
seafront are now worth about 
£500,000 each. 

“What local people have done is a 
deal with the national press and as a 
result Whitstable has never ever re¬ 
ally been knocked as an area.” 

Indeed, sitting on the high street is 
Wheelers Oyster Bar - the oldest res¬ 
taurant in the town with a tiny oyster 
parlour and seafood bar that has re¬ 
ceived almost unanimously positive 
reviews online and is becoming in¬ 
creasingly popular with day-tripping 
DFLs. 

Head chef Mark Stubbs told KoS: 
“The whole town has benefitted from 
it, I can’t really see a huge negative, it 
creates jobs, a good atmosphere. 

“Whitstable has always had artists 


and musicians, we’ve always had the 
individual shops in the town, we’re 
lucky enough to still have butchers, 
greengrocers, breadmakers, it’s that 
kind of town, and with that there’s 
history with the oysters, there’s a real 
quirkiness to it. 

“I don’t think it’s necessarily about 
getting more visitors down, Whitsta¬ 
ble is only a certain size but if some¬ 
one is doing something well then they 
should be promoted because if they’re 
doing something to the best of their 
ability why shouldn’t they get the ac¬ 
knowledgement? 

“It’s not about drawing huge 
amounts of people to the town, if 
something is worth seeing, and worth 
coming to, let them make their own 
decision. 

“You have to also give them poten¬ 
tial - a reason to come back - whether 
it’s a great beach, great shops or great 
people serving you behind the shops. 


“It’s not just about taking people’s 
money, it’s about making them feel 
welcome in the town and that’s 
important.” 

On the harbour sits a row of huts, 
small businesses selling bread, fruit, 
milkshakes and, of course, seafood, 
trying to scrape a living from passing 
customers. 

There’s an upbeat community feel 
amongst them, but one trader admits, 
like Margate, Whitstable has suffered 
by appearing to shift its focus towards 
attracting Londoners, leaving locals 
alienated and suffering. 

“For locals who are on low income, 
the rising house prices is a real prob¬ 
lem, they’re priced out,” she told KoS. 

“To buy a house here now, I think 
you have to be working in London 
and commuting to get the wages, or 
have two of you with really good jobs. 

“I personally rent, and I don’t 
look at house prices because 


it’s not something I can aim for. 

“Everybody puts emphasis on buy¬ 
ing a house but it should go back to 
what it was when councils build fam¬ 
ily homes or flats and studios for 
young people to rent, and when 
they’re ready to move on, that can be 
available for somebody else. 

“It’s easy to become disengaged be¬ 
cause local people don’t matter.” 

There is simply no denying that for 
a town to really thrive, to deliver on 
promises, it needs fresh private in¬ 
vestment - whether that is from em¬ 
ployers or individuals. And given our 
proximity to London and the improv¬ 
ing speed of services to the capital - 
Kent is, and always has been, an at¬ 
tractive proposition for those wanting 
to invest their wealth. 

But if a town’s prosperity means a 
chunk of the existing community has 
to be priced out to usher new blood in, 
the question has to be asked as to 


whether that is truly positive and 
truly serving the needs of those com¬ 
munities. 

Margate and Folkestone are both on 
the rise and while there has been some 
groundwork, the issue in both is to en¬ 
sure the attractions and investments 
are as much designed to boost the lo¬ 
cal population as to lure in the DfLs. 

Whitstable is almost mission com¬ 
plete. Try and move up from your 
three-bedroom terrace property as 
your family expand and unless you’re 
on serious money, the leap is simply 
too great. Yet it is also a fabulous 
place to live and work. The question is 
whether those living and working 
there have much in the way of local or 
Kentish roots?

borah. More and more people are 
taking notice of the campaign, 
and they’re horrified by Dover 
Harbour Board’s unscrupulous 
intention to dredge these pre¬ 
cious tidal sandbanks. 

“We’re baffled as to why Dover 
Harbour is continuing to illus¬ 
trate the amount of marine ag¬ 
gregate they intend to dredge 
with a misleading photo of a tiny 
pile of sand, when in truth, the 
volume they want take is equiva¬ 
lent to the Great Pyramid of Giza. 

“It’s shocking that they’re al¬ 
lowed to get away with this kind 
of propaganda.” 

Joanna Thomson, also from 
SOS, explained the three reasons 
behind the group’s opposition: 
“Firstly, the sands offer this part 
of the Kent coast essential 
protection. 

“The Environment Agency has 
spent nearly £12m in the last 
four years recharging the beach¬ 
es and improving the sea defenc¬ 
es along this stretch of the beach 
- nearly twice the amount Dover 
Harbour Board say they will save 
by dredging from the Goodwins 
as opposed to elsewhere. 

“Secondly, they are a rare eco¬ 
system for protected marine 
wildlife. Dover Harbour Board’s 
surveyor’s report states that it 
could take until 2030 for this 
fragile habitat to recover. 

“In the meantime, local fish 
and shellfish, a colony of 350 grey 
seals and the ‘near threatened’ 
Thornback ray will suffer.” 

Laura Evers Johns, from SoS, 
went on: “Thirdly and not least, 
the Goodwin Sands is the site of 
over 2,000 known wrecks and 
the graves of countless mariners 
and aircraft men and explorers, 
dating from the time of the first 
channel-crossing to the Battle of 
Britain. 

“Dover Harbour Board is delib¬ 
erately ignoring the very real pos¬ 
sibility of unknown wrecks and

T HE Goodwin Sands is 
one of the county’s 
many oddities - a 10- 
mile sandbank protrud¬ 
ing rudely some six 
miles off the coast of Deal. 

Something of a sun-trap for 
seals who like to bask on it at low 
tide, it has also doubled up as an 
unlikely, temporary, and damp, 
cricket pitch. 

Yet it has also claimed more 
than 2,000 vessels over the years, 
caught out by the ever-shifting 
sands pulled hither and thither 
by wind and wave. 

But its role in the county’s char¬ 
acter may be radically altered. 

Chiefs at Dover’s busy harbour 
want to create 600 jobs using 
sand and gravel from the sands to 
help relocate its cargo area to a 
new terminal at the Western 
Docks. 

The sand will be used for both 
land reclamation and construc¬ 
tion works. 

The effect of this will also cre¬ 
ate extra space within its Eastern 
Docks for ferry traffic. Also being 
built would be shops, hotels and 
bars and a new marina. 

But there are moves to make 
the area a 4.5 square miles Ma¬ 
rine Conservation Zone. 

A consultation has recently 
ended, and now both sides are 
waiting for an opportunity to put 
their final thoughts to the Marine 
Management Organisation, 

which licences, regulates and 
plans marine activities in the seas 
around England and Wales in a 
sustainable way. 

The MMO is an executive non- 
departmental public body, spon¬ 
sored by the Department for Envi¬ 
ronment, Food and Rural Affairs. 

The most vocal campaign 
against the development was 


from the SOS campaign - Save 
Our Sands - which sprinkled a 
little star power into its mix with 
actors Mark Rylance and Miriam 
Margolyes, as well as author De¬ 
borah Moggach among those 
joining the wave of opposition. 

Mr Rylance, who was born in 
Ashford and has starred as The 
BFG in the hit film adaptation of 
the Roald Dahl classic, said: “My 
great grandfather was a resident 
of Dover. He was the captain of a 
cross channel ferry. On one occa¬ 
sion he even sailed the King 
across the Channel. My grand¬ 
mother grew up in Dover. 

“I am sure they would have 
supported the campaign to save 
the Goodwin Sands from dredg¬ 
ing for all the very good reasons 
that the campaign has argued. I 
support it too. 

“It is particularly important to¬ 
day that we honour our past and 
ancestors as part of what we tru¬ 
ly are now. 

“We are an island and our coast 
and shore is as important an as¬ 
pect of our landscape as any 
green field or hill. 

“Would they dredge an ancient 
graveyard or battlefield? Our his¬ 
torical relationship with ships 
and the wide oceans of the world 
is a vital part of our culture and 
our connection to so many other 
different cultures.” 

Ms Margolyes, meanwhile, who 
owns a house on the clifftop at St 
Margaret’s wrote to the Harbour 
and Marine Management Organ¬ 
isation, which is making a deci¬ 
sion on whether or not to issue 
the licence. 

She said project chiefs had no 
sense of the damage it would 
cause to local people and the en¬ 
vironment and placed on record 
her “profound disgust at this 
brutal application”. 

Esme Chilton, from SoS, said: 
“We’re so encouraged by the 
backing of Mark, Miriam and De¬ 
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unmarked graves within the pro¬ 
posed dredging zone, which will 
shift and move with the sands. 

“While they promise to station 
a ‘shipwreck watch’ while they 
dredge, by the time anyone spots 
a wreck, the damage will already 
have been done. 

“We will not let them desecrate 
this sacred graveyard. We must 
speak for those who cannot - and 
we will not be silenced.” 

They have both an online and 
paper petition which have sailed 
past 9,000 signatures. 

The group said: “With our con¬ 
tinued high profile support, 
Goodwin Sands SoS is on track to 
put a strong case of objection for¬ 
ward to the licensing authority, 
the Marine Management 
Organisation.” 

Bryony Chapman, marine poli¬ 
cy officer at Kent Wildlife Trust, 
(KWT) explained the consulta¬ 
tion which ended in July was not 
a consultation on the develop¬ 
ment in the harbour as that has 
all already been approved - the 
current consultation is simply 
deciding on whether they can 
source the aggregate from the 
Goodwin Sands or should look 
elsewhere. 

She went on: “The Sands has 
been identified for protection as 
a Marine Conservation Zone and 
Kent Wildlife Trust is concerned 
about a proposal, which plans to 
dredge and take away sand, and 
all the wildlife in it, from a 3.9km 
area of a site which should be 
protected from harm. 

“The Goodwin Sands contains 
habitats that are very under-rep¬ 
resented in the national network 
of Marine Protected Areas, so it is 
very special in that regard and 
we feel that Dover Harbour 
should be looking elsewhere to 
source the sand they need - 
somewhere that hasn’t been rec¬ 
ommended for protection as a 
Marine Conservation Zone. 
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“The process requires that they 
consider several sites, and KWT 
feels their consideration of alter¬ 
native sites is inadequate. 

“Their Environmental Assess¬ 
ment concludes that there will be 
an adverse impact on the MCZ hab¬ 
itat, and on fish species, their 
spawning and nursery grounds 
and on marine mammals. They 
consider this is not significant, but 
KWT disagrees - this sand habitat 
in the Goodwin Sands has been 
identified for protection, and we 
feel it should be protected.” 

The Dover port said: “We have 
been in constant dialog with Save 
Our Sands campaign group and 
held a number of presentations 
to listen to their concerns and ex¬ 
plain our key messages which are 
there have been thorough envi¬ 
ronmental studies were complet¬ 
ed by world class consultants.” 

It said it only plans to take a 
small proportion of the Sands for 
the Dover Western Dock Revival 
- just 0.22 per cent of the total 
volume leaving over 99.7 per 
cent. 

Plus there will be no coastal 
impacts, including wave heights, 
tidal current velocities, coastal 
erosion, which had been mod¬ 
elled on 160 per cent of the re¬ 
quired extraction, so they are us¬ 
ing an option with the least 
overall environmental impact. 

Plus the spokesman said: “All 
known military sites have been 
identified and avoided.” 

The port said: “After a year of 
studies, consultations and the pro¬ 
duction of an Environmental 
Statement running to over 1,500 
pages, the preferred option is to ex¬ 
tract aggregate from an area on 
the south west of the Goodwin 
Sands. The proposed dredge area 
has been specifically selected to 
have the minimum environmental 
impact and avoids seal haul-out 
sites, protected wrecks and sensi¬ 
tive seabed habitats.”

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Fresh lease of life for traditional 
red phone boxes in 21st century 

Mobile phones may have rid many of them from our streets, but there are an increasing number now 
playing a vital role in helping to save lives by having defibrillators fitted inside to tackle emergencies

W HILE many lament 
the decline in clas¬ 
sic British red phone 
boxes - a victim of 
our embracing of 
mobile and smart phones - some of 
those sites are now becoming home to 
vital life-saving equipment. 

You may not be aware of it, but 
many are now stores for mobile defi¬ 
brillators - a vital weapon to prevent 
heart attack deaths. 

So far, the ambulance service has 
installed seven of them, but is keen for 
communities to come forward with 
ideas for even more. 

Nicky Scott, from Heathwatch 
Kent, said: “It is a great idea.” 

The organisation is an independent 
consumer champion for health and 
social care users that helps people 
find the health and social care serv¬ 
ices that are right for them. 

Ms Scott said: “The ambulance 
service in Kent have placed a lot of de¬ 
fibrillators in a lot of community 
sites, like halls and libraries. 

“Putting them in phone boxes as 
well can’t do any harm. I am not too 
sure how many of these boxes are left 
these days and certainly where I live, 
they are all vandalised. 

“So I would be concerned about 
that, but there is a way around it be¬ 
cause they have them on the walls of 
most community centres these days, 
and they are generally on the outside 
- usually places where the public 
gather. 

“The more the merrier I would 
think.” 

A new report called Never Miss a 
Beat - Improving London’s Response 
to Cardiac Arrests suggests the in¬ 
stallations could provide better and 
quicker access to the devices in an 
emergency. 

But Kent is already ahead of the 
trend. 

It is claimed fast access to a defibril¬ 
lator gives a 76 per cent chance of re¬ 
storing a patient’s heartbeat and dou¬ 
bles their chances of survival from 27 
to 58 per cent. 

Inside the kiosks, the devices are 
sometimes stored in tamper-proof 
boxes, with access only from the use 
of a PIN code given over the phone by 
a 999 operator. 

A spokesman for the South East 
Coast Ambulance Service said: “We 
try to avoid putting locks on ours be¬ 
cause it can slow down their use by a 
minute or so. 

“These are intelligent machines 
that cannot be misused as they only 
deliver a shock if they cannot detect a 
heart rate in the patient. 

“We have already got seven of these 
in Kent inside phone boxes but not all 
of them are in the traditional red 
ones, but some are. 

“Anything that increases the 
number of publicly available defibril-

to increase that, and in old phone 
boxes is a great location as they are so 
easy to spot. 

“We encourage any innovative 
way of boosting numbers, especially 
in the red telephone boxes are 
most of them have now been decom¬ 
missioned.” 

Backing the idea is Martin Render, 


the chairman of the Community 
Heartbeat Trust. 

He said: “We fully support the rec¬ 
ommendations in this report. It is rec¬ 
ognised worldwide that early CPR 
and defibrillation are the key to im¬ 
proving the survival chances of a pa¬ 
tient who has suffered a sudden car¬ 
diac arrest. 


“It is so important we get more eas¬ 
ily accessible defibrillators into the 
community and better educate peo¬ 
ple in CPR techniques. If we can teach 
more people to recognise what has 
happened, summon the ambulance 
service and perform basic cardiopul¬ 
monary resuscitation many SCA vic¬ 
tims can be saved.” 


WHERE DID PHONE BOXES COME FROM? 


THE rise and fall of the phone box 
is a global phenomenon that 
coincides with the rise of the 
mobile. 

The first public phones started 
appearing in Britain in the last 1880 
and started to take off as ‘boxes’ in 
the early 20th century and became 
standardised in 1921, according to 
history website Red Phone Box. 
Some rural ones even had thatched 
roofs to blend in to their locality. 

The traditional red box, arrived 
in 1926 following a 1923 design 


competition. 

That K2 cost too much for mass 
production so the K1 Mk 236 was 
introduced in 1927 and produced 
throughout the country. 

Two years later came the first of 
12,000 versions of the K3. 

In the 30s the K6 range arrived 
and saw 70,000 built. 

Some didn’t like the red and 
were allowed to change them, but 
soon the traditional red was 
compulsory. 

In the ’60s the K8 arrived with 


single large windows on three 
sides. In 2009, as the red boxes 
were noticeably vanishing, BT 
introduced its ‘Adopt-a-box for £1’ 
scheme with local communities 
snapping them up, minus the 
telephonic equipment, to safeguard 
their future. 

Most frequently in tourist 
hot-spots such as Canterbury or 
London, they are most popular 
among foreign visitors, keen to 
have a photograph taken with an 
iconic British sight. 


lators, we would support. 

“We have them in both highly pop¬ 
ulated areas where there is a high 
footfall and also in rural areas where 
it would take responders longer to 
reach. 

“What we are always trying to get 
across is how simple they are to use. If 
the person is not in what is called a 
‘shockable rhythm’, where their heart 
is not in the right state to be shocked, 
the device will not administer a 
shock. It knows when it is right to be 
used, which makes it very safe. 

“Some of the machines are locked 
with a PIN, but we encourage them 
not to be to avoid additional delays in 
getting the code and inputting it 
correctly. 

“We fund them through the British 
Heart Foundation and also via local 
communities which feel they would 
benefit.” 

The cost of the defibrillators is not 
that high and have little or no sec¬ 
ond-hand value, so SECAMB is not 
publicising their value. 

The spokesman said: “We have had 
very few problems, and of the couple 
of incidents, the device has been 
found nearby.” 

The Kent phone box defibs in Kent 
are at Golden Green, Tonbridge; Main 
Road, Knockholt; The Harbour, 
Broadstairs; Addington, West 
Mailing; Bow Beach, Edenbridge; 
Small Hythe, Tenterden; and Market 
Square, Westerham. 

The ambulance service said: “We 
do have hundreds of them now across 
our region, but we are always looking

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Battle on to save 
heroic WW1 ship 

HMS President has fought U-Boats and helped the French 
Resistance but she now faces her biggest challenge yet 


FIGHTING ON: HMS 

President needs some 
£300,000 to escape the

A RARE First World 
War warship has been 
moved to Chatham as 
a last ditch effort to 
save her from the 
scrapyard gets under way. 

The Lottery has already re¬ 
fused to pay the third of a million 
pounds needed to bring her back 
to her best. 

Now HMS President is lan¬ 
guishing at Chatham Docks hop¬ 
ing her owners can raise the 
money elsewhere. 

The HMS President Preserva¬ 
tion Trust say she is one of the 
last remaining three of her kind 
in the world. The others, HMS 
Caroline in Belfast and M33 is at 
Portsmouth. 

The owners say after being re¬ 
fused Lottery funding of 
£330,000 to secure its future, 
things are looking desperate. 

After she was towed to 
Chatham Docks, the commercial 
port separate from the historic 
dockyard, an appeal for 
money from the public and the 


British government began. 

The charity says its last resort 
hope is that Philip Hammond, 
the new chancellor, will release 
government funding to save her 
from being scrapped where she 
sits. 

She was originally launched in 
Renfrewshire, Scotland, as HMS 
Saxifrage as a flower class vessel 
in January 1918. 

During the Great War, the 
President was a secret German 
U-Boat submarine hunter under 
the control of Commander EJ 
Birch. These ships were known 
as Q Ships, which are disguised 
worships. 

Her job was to shadow' the At¬ 
lantic merchant convoys in the 
Irish Sea, North Sea and the Eng¬ 
lish Channel off the Kent coast. 

She would use her concealed 
four inch guns and depth charg¬ 
es to destroy any nearby subs. 
These guns were on platforms 
beneath deck and were raised 
hydraulically. 

The ruse even included a sea¬ 
man dressed as a woman on desk 
to add to the 'innocence’ of the 
vessel. 

One of them is now ritually 


fired daily in Hong Kong at 6pm 
and is the subject of negotiations 
to have it returned to the Presi 
dent if she is saved. 

It was thought a U-Boat cap¬ 
tain would be reluctant to ‘waste’ 
a precious torpedo on a small 
merchant boat and would sur 
face to engage with its own gun 

At that point, the Q Ship’s guns 
would be raised and sink the 
attacking and vulnerable sub 
with ramming w 7 as also a serious 
option. 

Later, when sub crews were 
aware of these tricks, ships like 
the President were given ‘dazzle 
camouflage’ and actively hunted 
the subs, rather than let them 
come to them. 

The President remained in 
service into the Second World 
War and protected St Paul’s Ca¬ 
thedral from the Luftwaffe and 
acted as a base for the French 
Resistance. 

The President’s sister ship, 
HMS Chrysanthemum was 
scrapped in 1995 after rust and 
salt damage took a terminal toll. 

Recently the President needed 
to be moved from its 92-year 
mooring at London’s Victoria 
Embankment to storage at 
Chatham Docks in Kent, where it 
awaits refurbishment of its hull. 

The charity says the City of 
London Corporation has in prin¬ 
ciple given its support to a new 
mooring for the President adja¬ 
cent to London Bridge on the 
north bank of the River Thames. 

However without funding, the 
trustees of the charity are una¬ 
ble to move anything forward. 

The President is planned to be 
a key part of the centenary events 
to mark the end of the Great War 


in 2018 as it celebrates its own 
centenary that year. 

The charity says it has won the 
support of numerous senior pol¬ 
iticians and peers, the military 
and related organisations and 
charities such as the National 
Maritime Museum of the Royal 
Navy, 14-18 Now and the Nation¬ 
al Historic Dockyard. 

Prime ministers have de¬ 
scribed HMS President as ‘part 
of Britain’s heritage’, it claims. 

Jeremy Hunt, when culture 
media and sports minister, said 
she was “a national treasure”, 
and David Evennett, minister for 
heritage, confirmed she made a 
“compelling case for funding”. 

However despite this support, 
the Heritage Lottery Fund said 
although “the application was 
fundable” it was considered “too 
high risk”. They have, however, 
encouraged the President char¬ 
ity to apply again. 

Gawain Cooper, chairman of 
the charity, said: “Our trustees 
are bitterly disappointed that 
with all the public support we 
have, and after having been en¬ 


couraged by a senior director of 
the Heritage Lottery to reapply 
for the £330,000, that again we 
were refused support. This deci¬ 
sion will most likely condemn 
the President to the scrap yard.” 

Now as that last resort looms, 
the charity has launched an ap¬ 
peal and application to the 
Treasury for government fund¬ 
ing and it is hoped that new 
chancellor, Philip Hammond 
will now step in and save her. 

Making a case that there is 
plenty of cash swilling around

Timeless and elegant 

This perhaps works if there’s a certain era you re¬ 
ally like, or a time of life you felt comfortable in, 
giving your home a comfort personal to you.

Traditional and modern 

You might love aspects of older prop¬ 
erties but may not want to make the 
interiors too dated and old for you. 
Well, this is where mixing traditional 
with modern comes in, enabling you 
to live in an Edwardian house but one 
packed with mid-century furniture so 
it feels current and modern. 

“Upcycling is good for this and sal¬ 
vaging and reclaiming means people 
find their furniture has age to it and 
they haven’t spent a penny on any¬ 
thing new,” adds Mrs Ward-Evans. “A 
carefully curated mix of new, older 
and classic can make for a great 
scheme, and wallpaper and fabric 
companies have been tapping into this 



for a while - taking old patterns like 
damasks and putting modern colours 
on them.” For wallpapers like this visit 
websites for companies including 
Blackpop Wallpapers, Mulberry 
Home, and House of Hackney. 

Leafy, green and botanical 

This may not only be worth consider¬ 
ing for your bathroom, but may bring 
some vibrancy to other rooms in your 
home such as the living room. 

Botanical looks will bring the garden 
and the tropics into your home and 
there are many subtly beautiful ways to 
do this. Tropical or leafy fabrics for cur¬ 
tains, and bold wallpapers, such as 
those from Timourous Beasties, and 
Matthew Williamson nail this trend. 

Mrs Ward-Evans also says you can 
be more discreet with this scheme too 
with “a ton of potted palms, ferns and 
grasses.” 

She adds: “Go big with your plants. 
They add texture as well as a burst of 
colour. Terrariums and bell jars are 
great for making more of a statement 
of smaller, easy to keep plants like 
cactuses. Faux is also awesome and 
high quality faux plants are fantastic 
for achieving the look easily,” 

Neon 

Scary thought though the word 
“neon” may be, it can make for an in¬ 
teresting look in your home. 

“Bright pops of neon are awesome at 
adding edge to an interior, whether it’s 
through neon light tubes or letters 


hung up on the wall, it makes a real 
statement,” enthuses Mrs Ward- 
Evans. “Strong paint colours can work 
well too for younger bedrooms. 

“Neon can also come through in ac¬ 
cessories, with perspex mirrors col¬ 
oured with neon edging, and neon 
message signs - perhaps neon inspira¬ 
tional message signs.”

Over the years, it seems everyone has 
learnt to “give in” to pink.

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GREEN VEG: Broad beans will get a head start if you plant them in September

A RE your vegetables look¬ 
ing a little stunted, jaded 
or straggly this sum¬ 
mer? If so, you won’t be 
alone. 

“Summer has only just started, 
Mediterranean-style,” garden expert 
Pippa Greenwood observes. 

“A lot of plants are really behind be¬ 
cause we didn’t have the run-up we 
needed,” says Greenwood, a regular 
on BBC Radio 4’s Gardeners’ Question 
Time. “The beginning of summer was 
wet, gloomy and cold. As veg catch 
up, many will become stressed be¬ 
cause it’s too hot for them.” 

If courgettes get too dry and under 
stress from drought, they conserve 
energy by forming lots of male flowers 
which are no good if you want fruits, 
she says. 

The early part of summer which 
was wet may have also set pollinators 
back, so many fruits may have been 
pollinated later. 

The sudden hot weather may cause 
lettuce, spinach and herbs such as co¬ 
riander to bolt (set seed), making 
them no good for eating, while slugs 
have stripped many leafy veg bare. 


If your veg are beyond saving or 
you’ve harvested your crops and now 
have vacant ground, it may be time to 
think about autumn veg. ‘Garden 
ready’ plants, which look like plug 
plants, are widely available and al¬ 
ready have a healthy root system. 

“If you get veg plants in the ground 
in September, they can sit there, hold 
the soil together over the winter and 
be ticking over,” says Greenwood, 
who has launched a ‘Winter thru’ 
Spring’ Collection of vegetables. 

Here are some of Greenwood’s fa¬ 
vourites for September planting: 

■ Broad beans: “Very few people 
plant broad beans in September, but if 
you do you’ll see that they really do 
get ahead. Get them in September as 
small plants, overwinter them with a 
fleece-covered tunnel in the worst of 
the winter. Then plant another batch 
early in the year and you’ll have a 
much longer cropping period as the 
ones you planted in September will be 
ready to harvest several weeks before 
the ones you planted in the spring.” 
Support bean plants through the 
winter with canes and twine. 

■ RadicciO: The dark red, almost 
burgundy-coloured leaf which adds 
colour and flavour to salad can be 
planted in September and looks great 
as an ornamental plant as well as tast¬ 


ing good. “It’s the richest burgundy 
red with white veins. When you plant 
it, it is often green with slight purple 
streaks, but as it grows it will pink up 
and then go red once it’s hit by really 
cold weather.” If you plant it in Sep¬ 
tember, you may be eating leaves 
within six weeks to two months, de¬ 
pending on the weather. When the 


weather turns really cold, cover it with 
fleece tunnel to protect the leaves. 

■ Japanese onions: Buy them 
as small plants in a cell in September. 
Plant the cell, which usually contains 
between three and five little onion 
plants, in its entirety, about 40cm 
apart. The plants inside will elbow 
each other apart to form a clump of 


onions. They need to be kept moist in 
September - but don’t feed them - and 
are maintenance-free in winter, 
growing rapidly in spring. Keep rows 
weeded and watered in dry weather 
and you should be harvesting them 
by summer, when the foliage starts to 
yellow. The bulbs are visible largely 
above ground.

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■ Purple sprouting broccoli: 

“It’s a very pretty plant, with beautiful 
purple spears and is incredibly good for 
you in terms of vitamin content and is 
also easy to grow. Put small plants in in 
the autumn and firm the soil really 
firmly around the base of the plant or it 
won’t crop as well.” Brassicas need firm 
soil. As they grow, they can be loosened 
by heavy rain and wind and will need 
re-firming. Protect from pigeons with a 
poly tunnel when the plant is young. 
They should be ready late spring, de¬ 
pending on conditions. 

With the wealth of pests there have 
been this year, Greenwood warns: “If 
you are taking delivery of tender small 
plants in September, try to sort out the 
slug population beforehand. 

“Put down Nemaslug (www.nemas- 
lugdirect.co.uk), the nematode, as a 
drench, on to the area you are going to 


plant up. A small pack will serve 
40-square metres which is plenty of 
space for a lot of veg and it lasts really 
effectively in the soil for six weeks, often 
a bit more. 

“Apply it just before you put your au¬ 
tumn veg in, which gives the plant six 
weeks to toughen up and become a lot 
less appetising to pests. The more slugs 
you sort out in the autumn, the fewer 
there are in the spring.”

BEST OF THE BUNCH-lily 

Lilies are the fragrant stars of mid¬ 
summer, their bold flowers releasing 
a heady scent which fills the air.

oriental hybids often growing to more 
than 1.2m. Dwarf patio lilies such as 
Lilium ‘Mona Lisa’ are ideal for pots, 
while trumpet lilies such as the white 
L. regale look fabulous in the middle 
of a border. They like well-drained 
fertile soil in full sun. Plant lily bulbs 
in spring as soon as you get them, 
burying them at least three times 
their depth and 15-20cm apart. 


GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT- 
Ripening tomatoes 

If your tomatoes are still green, they 
probably need more warmth and sun¬ 
shine to help ripen them. We can’t al¬ 
ways provide that here, but you can do 
a few things to help. As the fruits set, 
remove the yellowing lower leaves up 
to the first truss. When these have rip¬ 
ened, the next set of leaves can be taken 
off. As a general rule, only remove 
leaves below the trusses, although if 
they are really congested, a little thin¬ 
ning may help to promote air circula¬ 
tion. A month before the end of their 
cropping season, cut off the growing tip 
of the plant or, in bush to¬ 
matoes, take out the tip of 
every main stem. By stop¬ 
ping the growth, energy 
will be transferred to re¬ 
maining fruits to reach 
full size. And if you have 
green tomatoes at the 
end of the season, put 
them in a paper bag 
with a banana to help 
ripen them. 


What to do this week 

■ Pinch out the growing tips of 
wallflowers for bushy plants. 

■ Order spring-flowering bulbs to 
plant in the autumn. 

■ Continue to deadhead regularly 
to encourage more flowers and 
water containers every day. 

■ Apply a high potash liquid feed 
to dahlias, water regularly and tie 
in new growth to stakes. 

■ Sow Brompton stocks now for 
flowering under glass. 

■ Stop outdoor tomatoes when 
they have set four trusses. Leave 
at least two leaves above the top 
truss to draw sap. 

■ Propagate floribunda and 


specie roses by semi-ripe cuttings 
taken from shoots which haven’t 
carried flower. 

■ Moisten dry material you add to 
your compost bed to speed decay 
and add a proprietary accelerator 
to help the process. 

■ Harvest crops including 
courgettes and beans when they 
are young, to encourage the plants 
to produce more flowers and fruits. 

■ If you’re going on holiday, group 
container plants together in a 
shady spot in the open, to make 
them easier for a neighbour or 
relative to water in your absence, 
and also reduce evaporation.

Shane Filan has added second leg to one-man tour following huge fan demand 


AVING split from West- 
life in 2011, Shane Fi¬ 
lan has embarked on a 
solo music career. 
Following on from 
his first solo album, You and Me, Mr 
Filan set about writing his next. 

He said: “With the second album 
I wanted to just take the next step. 

“I started writing it in January 
2015 and it took me six or seven 
months to complete. 

“I spent a lot of time in London 
and Denmark recording, and as al¬ 
ways I was excited about the fin¬ 
ished product.” 

The second album, Right Here, is 
the reason for Mr Filan’s Right Here 
tour, but it isn’t the primary reason 
behind his tour’s second leg. 

The first leg of the tour finished in 
March 2016 and it was recently re¬ 
vealed that Mr Filan is embracing a 
second leg of the tour throughout 


the UK, Ireland and Asia. 

“My fans decided where the tour 
went on the second leg as it was due 
to their demand that the second leg 
happened,” said the artist. 

“It was important to me that we 
don’t go to the same cities again, so 
my promoter went out to the fan 
base online and asked them where 
they’d like to see me.” 

Believe it or not, Mr Filan, and 
Westlife are a huge hit in Asia, and 
the singer claims Asia is an “impor¬ 
tant market” for him. 

“Westlife were massive over 
there, and I always get a great wel¬ 
come. I try to visit four to five times 
a year,” adds Mr Filan. 

While this second leg may be of 
the same title as the first leg of the 
tour, Mr Filan states that the “set 
list is similar” but not the same as 
the first leg. Perhaps this will

“When they can’t join me, like 
when I’m in Asia, there’s a lot of 
FaceTiming, but I do go home as 
much as possible as I pick and 
choose what work to take. 

“I want to be able to take them to 
their football matches.” 

Back in July the artist sang 
alongside music legend Lionel 
Richie. 

Speaking of the concert on Mr Fi¬ 
lan’s home soil of Ireland, he says “I 
was chuffed to do it. We performed 


to an Irish crowd of 20,000, and Li¬ 
onel is amazing, he’s a legend and a 
gentleman. 

“I got to speak with him for 
around 20 minutes in his dressing 
room after the show.” 

When asked if he misses perform¬ 
ing as a part of Westlife, Mr Filan 
comments: “I don’t miss it, it’s dif¬ 
ferent. I’m still singing which is 
what I love. 

“Westlife was phenomenal, but I 
work with a great band now who I 
get more involved with. 

“I love being in front of a crowd. 
It’s what I get up every morning 
for.”

H AVING been diag¬ 
nosed with ME, fol¬ 
lowing a 10-month 
stretch of illness, in 
November 2011, Jude 
Adams, 57, from Canterbury, 
thought her new-found passion for 
performing was over. 

Ms Adams has always loved to 
sing but due to a lack of confidence 
this was only in private. However, 
encouraged by her partner, around 
the age of 50 she decided to take up 
singing lessons. 

These lessons built a new found 
confidence which led to Ms Adams 
singing in front of 100 friends and 
family. Following this she started to 
perform at venues in her local area. 

This all came to an end when Ms

I F you should ever have any 
doubts over the power of prep, 
speak to green-eating guru, and 
Honestly Healthy founder, Nata¬ 
sha Corrett. 

“By failing to prepare, you are pre¬ 
paring to fail,” she muses proudly. 
“It’s as simple as that. And I have the 
famous [Benjamin Franklin ] quote at 
the front of my cookbook so it’s the 
first thing you see.” 

Discussing her latest title, Honestly 
Healthy In A Hurry, the 33-year-old 
explains: “I wanted to create some¬ 
thing that was method [based].

Do we wait around for 
someone else to provide it for us - in 
this case, via taxpayer-funded 
lifeguards - or do we do our best to 
help ourselves? 

I think we all have a responsibility 
and a role to play. We can’t rely on 
others to do the things we ought to 
be doing ourselves. This means that 
if we go to a beach we inform 
ourselves about the tides and local 
conditions. We read the notices 
posted everywhere to help us. We do 
not go into the water if we cannot 
swim. Swimming classes are, after 
all, available to everybody, every¬ 
where in this country. 

By not taking these simple, 
self-evident steps, six men have 
drowned at Camber in two weeks. 
The beaches are now patrolled by the 
generosity of local people through 
the RNLI which is run with ordinary 
people’s money. Aren’t the British 
people wonderful? No wonder 
everybody wants to come here. Why 
can’t you give us some praise? 

My heartfelt sympathies go out to 
the families of those who died and I 
would suggest that the most 
beneficial things they can now do in 
memory of their loved ones would be 
to organise swimming lessons in 
their local communities and make 
donations to the RNLI. Perhaps the 
survivors could train to become 
lifeguards themselves. Their distress 
needs to be channelled positively. 

You can only run so far. 

Moaning about the authorities will 
get nobody anywhere. Criticism of 
the taxpayers’ inability to provide 
beach patrols is not enough. Nobody 
can afford to passively expect others 
to do for them what they ought to be 
doing for themselves - and your 
report should have presented this 
expanded point of view.

Now though the tasks and costs of 
leaving are already proving ever more 
complex and very lengthy as various 
reports are showing, including one 
estimate of £5bn plus just for civil 
service administration of. Elsewhere, 
investors have already pulled £5.7bn 
from the UK stock market. 

The overall effects though will 
undoubtedly only become known 
over the mid to long term and 
dependent on the actual exit 
agreements; if they ever happen.

FIRST DRIVE: Korean brand’s first hybrid venture hits the ground running, 
posing an immediate threat to Toyota’s famous eco star - the Prius 


Kia's imoerious 


K OREAN car companies must worry 
their rivals. Kia and Hyundai, in par¬ 
ticular, have revolutionized their 
quality, image and design over less 
than 15 years. 

And Kia has now launched its first hybrid, 
immediately outdoing the newly-arrived 4th gen¬ 
eration Toyota Prius, the world’s best known eco 
car. 

Like the Prius, the new Niro - pronunciation 
echoes the notorious Emperor Nero - sells only as 
a petrol-electric hybrid. Unlike the Toyota though, 
it looks and feels like a normal car. 

Indeed, until the Niro (from £21,295) arrived I 
suspected an industry conspiracy to make all be¬ 
spoke hybrid and electric cars awful to look at and 
drive, ensuring buyers stayed loyal to convention¬ 
al models - the carmakers’ primary business. 

But the Niro looks just like a smart mid-size 
five-door crossover and, if it looks conventional, it 
also drives so: unlike the Prius’s ‘waftomatic’ CVT 
(continuously-variable transmission) the Niro 
has a six-speed twin clutch auto ‘box developed 
specially for it, delivering seamless changes and 
enough response to engage the driver - some¬ 
thing the Prius can’t do. 

Mated with a refined 104bhp 1.6-litre petrol en¬ 
gine plus 43bhp electric motor, it offers an official 
combined 74.3mpg and road tax exempt 88g/km 
C02 emissions. 


The motor’s batteries lie below the rear seat, 
leaving the boot uncompromised at a generous 
427 litres - 1,425 with seats down. 

Refinement is excellent, helped by a slippery 
low drag body more akin to family hatchback 
than higher riding SUV-style crossover like the 
Nissan Qashqai, though it still wears some SUV 
body cladding. 


So the styling not only pleases the eye, but 
helps decent handling and a comfortable ride. 

Kia is tempting early buyers with a luxurious 
First Edition Niro (£26,995) but all versions 
come with decent spec, and don’t worry about 
the hybrid tech’s longevity: the Niro has Kia’s 
usual industry-leading seven-year/100,000 
mile warranty.

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Junior Inf initi well worth a second look 


After early struggles here, Nissan’s snob brand is building momentum, helped 
by its Q30 entry model hatch launched in January, writes Steve Loader... 



I NFINITI has been around a 
while, but UK sales are a long 
way from disappearing over the 
horizon. 

This is partly because Nissan’s 
posh brand previously geared its cars 
to North American driving dynam¬ 
ics and petrol power, rather than 
British and European demand for 
sharper handling and greater fuel 
economy - preferably diesel. Infiniti 
then compounded the problem by 
launching here in 2009 amidst a 
recession. 

But there are signs of progress: an 
expanded dealership network - 
including one for Kent at Maidstone 
- and a line-up now better tailored to 
our tastes. 

The key move was the January 
launch of its smallest and most 
accessible model, the 030 five-door 
hatch (from £20,550). 

It’s an eye-catcher that even 
snobby corporate car park watchers 
can’t dismiss, though the more 
observant will note a similarity with 
the Mercedes-Benz A-Class - fruit of 
increasing co-operation between the 
Renault-Nissan Alliance and Merc’s 
parent, the Daimler group. 

But styling is not the issue for 
Infiniti, and neither is quality and 
value. 


Infiniti’s problem is delivering the 
driving credibility from which 
prestige and snob value is derived - 
BMW’s rise to UK dominance being 
the perfect example. 

So while the 030 trounces the BMW 
1 Series hatch for looks, the premium 
hatch driver’s choice is the nicely- 
balanced rear-wheel drive Beemer. 


The Infiniti is by no means a no 
hoper, but it does sit rather high on 
the road - surprising when the brand 
will soon offer the jacked-up 0X30 
derivative anyway - unless you opt 
for the low slung and more tautly 
sprung 030 Sport. 

The 030 Premium version tested 
here had the mainstay chassis set-up 



though, and it’s clear that good ride 
comfort and refinement is prioritised 
over agility; the car wallows if 
pushed hard on a winding road, but 
loves motorway cruising. 

On balance though, this is a credit¬ 
able entry model for a brand that is 
gaining momentum, if still short of 
infinity.

And while 1.6 and 2.0-litre petrol 
engines are offered, it’s clear that 
company car sales are driven by the 
1.5 and 2.2-litre diesels, the former 
being particularly tax-efficient. 

This Renault-derived 1.5 unit - de¬ 
veloping 108bhp here - is a proven 
star: flexible, economical (68.9mpg 
combined) and low emission (108g/ 
km of C02, thereby qualifying for the 
lowest payable road tax bracket). 

As with every Infiniti I have 
driven, the quality and level of 
specification for the money cannot be 
faulted - the seats are arguably the 
best in class for comfort. 

Space is not great though and the 
rear middle seat occupant must splay 
his/her legs wide of the centre tunnel 
to get comfy. 

On the other hand, interior finish 
and quality is superior to its Merc 
A-Class parent, underlining how this 
alternative premium hatch is worth 
a second look.

• Whether the user wants a 
manual, semi-automatic or auto¬ 
matic gearbox 

• Whether the driver is under-25 

But there are two other search 

programmes: Search by Accessibility 
Needs, taking account of car 
measurements; and Search for a 
Wheelchair Accessible Vehicle 
(WAV). 

There is also excellent advice on 
what type of car to look for, in 
language more relevant to disabled 


users, such as: 

• How smaller 2-3-door cars 
generally have wider doors with 
larger opening angles that may 
make access easier, but may be both 
harder to close generally and harder 
to open wide in narrow parking 
spaces. 

• How hatchbacks have a raise-up 
rear door or ‘hatch’, which could 
make it harder for a wheelchair user 
to open/close or access items, or 
simply be problematic when opening 
in the garage. 

• Extra space in estate cars can be 

more convenient for a disabled 
person as the load area 
may be used to carry 
disability aids, but 
the vehicles can 
be longer and 
bulkier.

Top tips on making your Motability choice 


Small cars 

Tend to have lower advance pay¬ 
ments, running costs and C02 
emissions than larger vehicles. 
2-3-door cars generally have wider 
doors with larger opening angles, 
which makes access easier, but 
fitting into and opening/closing the 
door in narrow parking spaces can 
be harder. 4-5-door cars benefit from 
superior back seat access - useful if 
you often have more than one 
passenger. 

Medium cars 

Are often sold as hatchbacks and will 
have a slightly bigger boot than a 
standard small car. The same door 
arguments apply as for small cars. 


Family cars 

Family cars are large 4-door saloons 
or 5-door hatchbacks and are consid¬ 
erably larger than medium sized 
cars. Hatchbacks have more boot 
capacity. 


versatile models merge several 
sectors - family hatchbacks and (see 
later) MPVs and SUVs - and tend to 
sit higher on the road and can be 
easier to get in and out of, depending 
on disability. 


saloon or hatchback, with useful 
space for mobility aids in the boot, 
but this can add to the car’s bulk so 
make sure you check it out with a 
test drive before committing. 

Multi-purpose vehicles (MPVs) 

Ranging from small to large, MPVs 
can seat up to nine. The seats are 
higher, with more headroom, 
legroom and width. Some have large 
sliding side doors, which improves 
access for those with disabilities. 

4x4 and Sport Utility Vehicles 
(SUV) 

The term ‘4x4’ is usually used for 
vehicles designed for off-road use, 
which generally have higher 
ground clearance. Until recently, all 


4x4s had 4-wheel drive, but many 
people now buy for the SUV styling 
and opt for a front-wheel drive 
version to save fuel. 

Wheelchair Accessible Vehicles 
(WAVs) 

WAVs are cars converted to carry 
passengers travelling in their 
wheelchair or those who wish to 
drive from a wheelchair. WAVs may 
be best if you have trouble getting in 
and out of the car from your 
wheelchair and would prefer to 
remain in it when travellin g as a 
passenger. WAVs come in different 
sizes and have many standard 
features.

Allow time - you need enough to 
drive in all situations: town traffic, on 
the motorway or a fast road, and on 
less well-maintained rural roads. An 
hour should be sufficient, as long as 
you avoid getting stuck in a rush hour 
jam. 

What are you looking for? - seat 
and ride comfort, how refined it is in 
terms of engine, wind, tyre and 
mechanical noise. And especially... 

Do you like the controls? -many 
carmakers are going their own way in 
search of the best ergonomics or 


human interaction with the controls, 
but they don’t suit everyone. If need 
be, can they be adapted to your needs? 

Make it a family outing - it can be a 

painful process of ‘are we there yet?’ 
proportions, but try to get as many of 
the other would-be car users involved 
in the test drive - drivers and non¬ 
drivers - as well as the disabled 
person, and is it practical for him or 
her to use or will major adaptions be 
needed?

Chances are the dealer will have a 
higher spec model than the one you 
want, it’s then easier to be seduced by 
the car.

The effect of the Order will be to impose a 24-hour temporary 
mandatory 50mph speed restriction on the coastbound 
carriageway of the M20 Motorway from a point 1200 metres 
north-west of the exit slip road at Junction 10 (A20/A2070/A292) to 
the western overbridge at Junction 12 (A20/B2064).

GILLINGHAM enjoyed a successful 
transfer deadline day on Wednesday 
- keeping hold of star man Bradley 
Dack and also completing the signing 
of a promising defender just hours be¬ 
fore the deadline. 

The future of Dack, who bagged 15 
goals and 11 assists for the club last 
season, has been under intense scru¬ 
tiny all summer, but as the window 
slammed shut this week, he remained 
very much a Gillingham player and 
has been praised for his attitude 
throughout the saga by manager Jus¬ 
tin Edinburgh. 

Meanwhile, Baily Cargill, who has 
previously had loan spells at Welling, 
Torquay and Coventry, and is capable 
of playing as a centre-back and full¬ 
back, has joined the Gills on loan 
from Bournemouth until January. 

Capped seven times by England’s 
under-20s, Cargill has made 10 first- 
team starts for his parent club to date, 
all of which came in cup competi¬ 
tions. 

Speaking about the signing, Edin¬ 
burgh said: “We always said we 
wanted to add quality to the squad 
when bringing in players, and Baily 
ticks that box. 

“He will prove to be an extremely 
important signing for Gillingham 
Football Club, and I’m delighted to se¬ 
cure his loan signing. 

“As ever, I’d like to thank the chair¬ 
man and Keith Burt, our director of 
football, for their support and work in 
bringing him into the club.” 

Subject to clearance, the 21-year- 
old will be eligible to play in Sunday’s 


League One game against Sheffield 
United at Priestfield after becoming 
the 12th and final signing made by 
the club this summer. 

The match, which kicks off at 
2.15pm in front of the Sky Sports 
cameras in Medway, will be a tough 
test of Gillingham’s promotion cre¬ 
dentials, despite the Blades enduring 


a terrible start to the campaign with 
just one win in their five games so far. 

Gillingham themselves, mean¬ 
while, sit sixth in the table, and have 
caught the eye in the domestic cups 
too, knocking out Premier League 
outfit Watford to set up a mouthwa¬ 
tering clash with Edinburgh’s former 
side Tottenham in the EFL Cup.
